Check-up  visits  are  important  for  your  child’s  health.  Some  authorities  recommend  these  visits  at  the  following  ages:  2-4  weeks; 
2,  4,  6,  9,  12,  15  and  18  months;  and  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  8,  10,  12,  14,  16  and  18  years.  Your  child’s  doctor  or  other  health  care  provider 
will  discuss  with  you  the  individual  needs  of  your  child.  At  check-up  visits,  your  child  may  receive  a  physical 
examination  and  the  types  of  preventive  care  shown  below.
